Interestirg Letter From Lieut. 
: H. C. Sweeney. 


. Camp Pike, Arkansas, 
Nov. 19, 1917. 


Mr. Schuniann: 

I have been reading all the letters 
of the boys that are doing their bit io 
National army camps and in the Mich- 
igan National guard, so thought a let-. 
ter from a regular would not be out of 
place. 

“We had been expecting orders for 
several weeks at Fort Donglas, Utah, 
and everybody expected it would be 
nothing shortofaseatrip. It was the 
most woe-be-gone crowd of officers and 
men I have ever seen when orders 
came to move to Camp Pike. It meant 
guardduty and all the dull routine of 
depot troops and left everybody dis- 
gusted. 

The trip across the mountains was 
uneventful, with the exception of one 
or two small events, such as men get- 
ting left at stations, etc. One of the 
men in my company decided he would 
rather pick cotton than. bea soldier, 
so without leave he left the train ata 
town in Oklahoma. Later when I had 
the sheriff call on him, he decided that 
being a soldier was not so bad after 
all. 

I missed seeing Leo Jorgenson by 
ten hours. The troop trato I was with 
reached Little Rock at eight o’clock 
Friday evening. His train went thru 
Saturday morning at six, ‘We arrived 
in Camp Pike about 9:30. There were 
none to meet us and the place a 
strange oae’ Finally I founda second 
lieutenant of the Qt M, C. who was in 
charge of troops arriving, and he di- 
rected us to quarters for the men.

Of the 2,900 restaurants and hotels 
fn Michigan, Mr. Prescott says that 
1,900’ of them have signed pledges a!- 
ready to observe meatless and wheat- 
leas days and further co.operate with 
the food administration. Ménthly re- 
ports will be made by restaurants and 
hotels to the food administrator ‘on 
blanks, which will show the amount 
of meats and wheat saved each month. 

Mr. Prescott says there are no 
“knockers' 'among the hotel or res- 
taurannt men and that co-operation 
exists along every line. 

Small boarding houses are asking 
the-food administrator for a menu that 
they can serve on meatless and wheat.

He declares the allotinent, cogipen 
sation and insurance system “the 
most philanthropic measure ever 
adopted by any country in the world 
to care for its soldiers and their de- 
pendents.” i 


Compensation Compulsory. 


The compensation system operates 
for the benefit of both the soldfer and 
his dependents, particularly: the latter. 
lt is coinpulsory. 

Every enlisted man with a wife is 
compelled to allot at least half his 
pay to her, whether she Is dependent 
or not. ‘To this amount, which is 
never Jower than $15, the governtnent 
will add $15 for the wife, $25 for a 
{wife and child, and $32.56 for a wife 
and two children, An allowance cf 
$5 each will be made for other chil- 
dren. 

In the event the soldier is a wid- 
‘ower the government: adds $5 to his 
$15 for one child, $12.50 for two chil- 
dren, $20 for three children, $30 for 
four children, and $5 additional for 
each additional child, 

If the soldier is single the govern- 
‘ment adds to his $15, $10 for one par- 
ent, $20 for both parents, Similar ar- 
rangements have been,made when the 
allotment goes to a sister or brother 
with a child or children or to grand- 
children, 

In the event of a soldier's death the 
government will give his childless 
widow $25 per month; widow with one 
(child, $35; widow with two children, 
$47.50, and $5 additional for each addi- 
tional child. If he leaves no widow 
ithe gavernment will pay his one child 
$20 per month, two children $30, three 
j children §40 and $5 additional for each 
jadditional child. The mother of a dead 
; soldier receives $20 per month. 

The compensation to a widow or 
}mother continues until their death or 
re-marriage, that to a child until it is 
of age. : 

Ifa soldieris totally disabled he 
will be compensated monthly as fol- 
lows: $30 if without a wife and chil- 
dren; $45, if with wife; $55 if with 
wife and one child; $65 if with wife 
and two children; $75 if with wife 
and three or more children; if with 
no wife and but one child, $40, and 
;$10 for. each additional child. If he 
jhas a widowed mother dependent on 
him the government will add $18 to 
the above sums. For loss of both eyes, 
both tegs or both arms a soldier will 
yreceive a flat sum of $100 per month. 


‘tnsurance ts Voluntary. 


; The insurance Is voluntary and can 
:be taken by any soldier or sailor in 
/Sums not less than $1,000 nor greater 
; than $10,000. The premium rate is 60 
jcents per month per $1,000 for men 
Pat 21 up to $1.20 per ‘month per $1.000 
‘for men at 51. 

The insurance is payable to benefi- 
efaries in 240 monthly installments, 
‘covering a period of 20 years. 

One point army officers wish em- 
:phasized is that the insurance pay- 
;ments will be made in addition to the

SHORTAGE NEAR 


FEDERAL FUEL ADMINISTRATION 
PROMISES TO HAVE COAL 
SENT HERE AT ONCE. 


PENNSY MINES TO FILL NEEDS 


According to Dr. Garfield, Michigan’s 
Desperate Plight Will Be 
Relieved Shortly. 


Lansing.—Michigan’s coal famine 
will be ended within a few days. 

The promise was made vy Dr. Gar- 
field in person to John C. Hicks, presi- 
dent of the St. Johns National bank, 
of St. Johns, Mich. and a special as- 
sistant to W. K. Prudden, of Lansing, 


federal fuel administrator for Michi. 
gan, 
Admistrator Garfield's promise, 


which relates entirely to anthracite, 
or hard coal, means, according to 
Mr. Hicks, that a supply of coal en- 
tirely adequate to meet all of the 
state’s needs will be sent here direct 
from the hard coal fields of Pennsyl- 
vania, which furnishes practically ale 
of the anthracite coal used in the 
country. 
No Strings on Pledge. 

According to Mr Hicks, Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield in his promise 
made no stipulation or condition of 
any sort, save as to the method coas_ 
dealers are to employ 
about distribution of 
this is simple. 

Under details worked out by Mr. 
Hicks and the national fuel adminis- 
tration’s anthracite division, Michi- 
gan’s coal dealers, to obtain what coal 
they need, must apply to State Fuek 
Administrator Prodden, at Lansing, 
giving first the amount of coal need- 
ed, and then ‘the name of their source 
of supply in 1916. 

With this information in hand, 
Mr. Prudden, acting under authority 
from National Fuel Administrator 
Garfield, will see to it that the dealer 
is supplied through the same source: 
from which he obtained his supply last.

Railroads Will Co-operate. 

When askéd if the raflroad compa- 
nies and other distributors and sourcea 
of supply would comply with the na. 
tional fuel administrator's directions,. 
Mr Hicks said: 

“Yes, that phase of the matter is 
covered fully under Dr. Garfield’s 
authority. Coal companies must obey 
his instructions. If they do not, Dr. 
Garfield is empowered to find a way 
to make them.” 

Mr. Hicks said that, following his 
conference with Dr. Garfield, he talked 
with many of the larger coal operators 
in the east, and found them, without 
exception, entirely willing to co-oper- 
ate with the government. 


RAILROADS MERGE FACILITIES 


Equipment of All Lines Pooled to Get 
Maximum Effictency. 


Washington—Face to face with a 
threat of complete government opera- 
tion and the cutting of their profits to 
& minimum, the railroads of the coun- 
try have taken drastic steps to avert 
these contingencies. 

At the conference here the roads 


_Tepresentatives were told that their 


services must be improved or the job 
turned over to the government. 

The following plan is to be put into 
effect at once: 

Engines, rolling stock, machine toola 
and employes from railroads west of 
Chicago are to be transferred to the 
service of railways east of Chicago.

The government is to take full con- 
trol of all the railway systems with 
the management of the roads executing 
the governmental orders.

General Byng Smashes Through 
Hindenburg Line Toward 
City of Cambrai. 


BOCHES TAKEN BY SURPRISE 


Tanks Play a Big Part in the Sensa- 
tlonal Victory—lItalians Bravely Re- 
sisting Powerful Attacks of Austro- 

Germans—Enemy Aliens In Amer. 
ica Under Surveillance,

Lieut. Gen. Sir Julian Byng smashed 
a great hole in the Hindenburg Hne 
between St. Quentin and the Searpe. 
General Diaz and his herole Italians 
put a stop for the tline being to the 
Teuton attacks on most of the Piave 
river line. Genernl Allenby and the 
British army in Palestine moved 
steadily on to the envelopment of Je- 
Tusalem, he French struck the 
erown prince’s forces a hard blow in 
ithe Aisne sector, President Wilson 
placed the severest restrictions on en- 
emy uliens In the United States. , 
Altogether it was aot a pleasant 
week for Kuiser Wilhelm, 
General Byng’s sensational advance, 
which was begun Tuesday and con- 


as the greatest British victory since 
the Summe. Its success was due large- 
ly to the element of surprise. fer the 
British hud been delivering their pre- 
paratory artillery fire mueh 
north and then suddenly attacked in 
the Cambral sector, taking the Ger- 
fmans quite unawares, General Byng. 
who devised the plan and whose army 
: earrted it out, first sent out ,a great 
i number of tanks, and us these cleared 
away 
and broke through two of the strong- 
est Mnes in the German defense Sys- 
tem in the west, the infantry and cav- 
ralry followed with a rush that car- 
ried all before ft. The Germans were 
‘demoralized, and for many hours of- 
fered little resistance, surrendering 
by the thousand, and the British 
moved rapidly forward, taking village 
after village, and quickly consolidat- 
ing the enemy positions, which had not 
been badly demolished by shell fire. 
Almost to Cambrai. 

On Wednesday the resistance of the 
enemy stiffened considerably, but to 
no avail, for the British pushed on un- 
til they had put behind them the towns 
of Mosnieres, Marcolng, Ribecourt, 
Havrincourt, Graincourt and Fles- 
quieres, The tanks still were leading 
the way, and co-operating with them 
were the mounted forces, which have 
had so little opportunity for ren! ac- 
tion. By Thursday noon Byng’s troops 
were but little more than two miles 
from Cambrai, and his big guns had 
begun to shell that most important 
German base and railway center. 

The British swiftly bullt roads and 
light railways across the captured sec- 
tlon up to their new lines and also be 
gan to widen out thelr sallent, which 
at first was dangerously sharp. Crown 
Prince Rupprecht rushed up masses 
of troops and took up a strong position 
in Bourlon wood just north of the 
British salient, dominating the imme- 
diate region. He also pushed the ad- 
vance posta of the British out of Fon- 
talne Notre Dame, but they held and 
consolidated all the rest of the terri- 
tory they had gained. 

The secrecy which enveloped the 
preparations for this great movement 
was astounding and speaks volumes 
for the skill of the British command- 
ers and the effi@tency of the aviation 
corps which yfrevented the enemy air 
scouts from discovering the massing 
of troops and tanks. The Cambrai 
sector had beep quiet for a long time, 
and the Germans gonsidered that part 
of thelr defense Mnes !mpregnable. 
They also thought on attack In force 
ov such defenses could not be made 
successfully without artillery prepa- 
ration, At tremendous cost they have 
learned they were mistaken In both in- 
stances, 

Attack Has Several Objects, 

Aside from the capture of Cambral 
and the possible forcing of a general 
retreat of the Germans on the west 
front, the immediate object of this 
British offensive probably was to re- 
Neve the pressure on the Italians and

Very lurge numbers of German troops 
have been taken from the Russlan 
front, and while many of them were 
sent to replace the worn-out divisions 
fn Flanders, others probably were 
turned toward the Greek frontier. 
Not many could be used in Naty owitig 
to the narrowness of the fighting front 
there, 

It does not seein reasonable to as- 
sume, from the success.of HByng's at- 
tack, that the allies have any idea of 
abandoning high explosive artillery 
preparation for such movements fn the 
future and depending on the use of 
great masses of infantry, regardless 
of the consequent heavy casualties. 
Hither great droves of tanks such as 
Byng used, or heavy shelling, is nee- 
essary to open the way for infantry, 
and it Js Nkely the tanks alone could 
not have done ft if the Germans had 
uot been taken so completely by sur- 
prise. 

The movetents of the French tast 
week were not so sensational as those 
of the British, but they were of great 
importance. A strong salient of the 
German line to the south of Juyin- 
court was attacked and nartly straight- 
ened out. and all the positions recent- 
ly won north of the Chemin des Dames 
were maintained. It is not unlikely 
that the Germans will be forced to a 
line north of Laon, losing that very 
important city. 

Allenby Surrounding Jerusalem. 

Jerusalem seems the certain prize of 

General Allenby’s expeditionary forces 
in Palestine, for after taking Jaffa he 
moved on to the east and northeast un- 
til he had the city almost surrounded. 
Tf the Turks attempt serionsly to de- 
fend it, it may be Allenby will draw 
| a cordon about it and starve them into 
surrender, rather than shock the 
i Christian world by bombarding its 
hotfest: shrines, 
{| The remarknabte tenacity with whieh 
the dtallans held on to their Piave 
vriver line and its coutinuation in the 
mountains between the Piave and the 
Brenta so checked the Austro-Germnn 
advance that¢ attacks virtually ceased 
during the first half of the week. On 
Thursday, however, the enemy began 
a great mass attack on the upper Pi- 
ave where it bends to the nertheast 
Into the Belluna Alps. The German 
commander brought into action picked 
troops of the Prussian guards, some 
of the best units from the west and 
Russian fronts and a lirge body of the 
notoriously brutal mountaineers from 
lower Hungary. 

American Troops Going Over Fast. 

It is no breach of confidential infor- 
mation to state now that the transpor- 
tation of American troops to Europe 
ts going forward with increasing rapld- 
ity, and that General Pershing prab- 
ably will have a million men In his 
command by next summer, The train- 
ing of a great part of the National 
army will be curtailed in America and 
eoampleted quickly on French soll. 
The British government has now cone 
over to the view of the French war 
commission that visited us, and Is 
urging that our troops get into action 
in as large numbers and as swiftly as 
{s possible. This has been the pro- 
gram of the administration for some 
time, and the ship-buliding program 
has been speeded up accordingly. -In 
fact, President Wilson is insisting on 
swiftness in all departments, and on 
Monday he made his requirements in 
this line clear to various cabinet offi- 
cers and other officlals. At the same 
time he appointed Danlel Willard 
chairman of the war industries board 
to succeed Frank A. Scott, who re- 
signed on account of ill health. 

Rear Admiral Capps resigned as gen- 
eral manager of the emergency fleet 
corporation on Thursday because he 
does not believe the policy of con- 
structing wooden ships will result sat- 
isfactorily, and thinks the shipping 
board should have extended existing 
plants to thetr capacity instead of at- 
tempting to build new yards, Chair- 
man Hurley, however, is eradicating 
many of the causes of complaint and 
hie program promises to be successful 
jf he can get enough Inbor, 

Mr. Wilson is earnestly—even in- 
sistently—Iin favor of the creation of 
a supreme war. council of the allies, 
and has tnstructed Colonel House to 
do all he can to bring It about at the 
Paris conference. 

Triumph for Lloyd-George, 

When Premler Llioyd-George came 
to reply to bis critics in parltament 
concerning his advocacy of the inter- 
allied war council, he gained a great 
personal triumph and quite routed As- 
guith and hig followers.

The Russian goveroment—meaning 
the bolshevikl group in control of Pet- 
rograd—on Wednesday instructed 
General Bukbonin, the commander In 
chief, to open negutiations for un arm- 
istiee with the commanders of the en- 
emy arinies, Bokhonin refused and 
was deposed, being succeeded by En- 


sign N. Krylenko of the navy. The 
katser Is reported already to have 
refused (o treat concerning peace 
with any but the legalized sue 
cessors to the go@ernment of the 
ezar or the constitutional assembly 


when {t meets, but the way in-which 
he hay denuded bis eastern line of 
troops shows he has no further fear 
of hostile action by the Russians. 
Whether or not he is justified In this 
attitude Is pneertain, for there come 
from Russia stories of violent protests 
against a separate peace by the peo- 
ple, and in some cases by the soldiers. 

General Kaledines, hetman of the 
Don Cossacks, was reported to be 
marching toward Moscow with a large 
army, and in a very roundabout way 
came the story that these troops had 
been turned over to Grand Duke Nich- 


| olas, cousin of the former czar, in pur- 


suance of a plan to restore the mon- 
archy with the grand duke as regent, 
Latest reports of Kerensky were that 
he was at Lugu with two army corps 
that remained loyal to his faction, The 
fallen premier, however, seems to be 
quite out of the reckoning. 

The dismemberment of Russia pro- 
ceeded with the declaration of the In- 
dependence of the Ukraine, and a com- 
promise between the Socfalist and 
Bourgeois parties in Finland directed 
against the Russian soldiery. It 1s 
said 360,000 Ukrainian troops have 
been recalled from the frant. 

In view of the conditions in Russia, 
the United States has stopped the 
shipment of supplies to that country. 

Restrictions on Enemy Aliens. 

President Wilson opened the’ week 
auspiciously by issuing the long-need- 
ed order placing all enemy aliens un- 
der strict surveillance and imposing 
drastic restrictions on them. They are 
barred from the District of Columbia 
and Panama, from all shipping cen- 
ters and al) domestie waters except on 
public ferries, and may not travel or 
change their place of abode or occu- 
pation without permission. All enemy 
allens are to be required to register. 
The proclamation applies only to Ger- 
man citizens or subjects at present, 
but congress may be asked to declare 
war against Austria-Hungary, so that 
the thousands of Austrian subjects 
also may be placed under surveillance. 

Squelching the opposition of a few 
pacifists, the American Federation of 
Labor, in convention at Buffalo, em- 
phatically indorsed the position of 
President Gompers, that unfon labor 
must work hand in hand with Presi- 
dent Wilson and place the needs of 
the natfon above all other considera- 
tions in questions involving the work- 
ingman’s part In the prosecution of the 
war. 

As a result of & long conference 
Thursday afternoon between Preaident 
Wilson and the presidents of the four 


brotherhoods of railway employees, 


the chief executive believed the danger 


of a general railway strike was greatly 
lessened if not wholly averted. Mr. 
Wilson intimated that he thought the 
men should have higher wages, and the 
brotherhood heads said that, though 
they could not promise there would be 
no strike, they would “co-operate with 
the government to the utmost extent 
in arriving at a just and equitable ss 
well as patriotic conclusion.”

’ TASTY EATS. 


Here Is a tomato salad that ts dif- 
ferent. 


Seald a half dozen of small, 
even-sized tuma- 
toes, peel them and 
cut in quarters to 
within an inch of 
the stem and clill 
them well. Beat 
a cupful of heavy 
sour cream until 
stiff, add a half 


sugar, a fourth of a cupful of vine- 
gar, a half teaspoonful of salt, a dash 
of cayenne and a half cupful of grated 
horseradish. The mixture should be 
quite stiff. Place the tomatoes on 
nests of lettuce, fill with the dressing 
and garnish with parsley sprigs. 

Potato Dumplings.—Sift together 144 
cupfuls of flour with four teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder with a half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, add three teaspoonfuls of 
butter to the mixture, rubbing it into 
the flour, then three-fourths of a cup- 
ful of milk, half a cupful of riced po- 
tato, and one egg beaten light. Turn 
upon a floured board and knead slight- 
ly; rol! into a sheet and cut in rounds. 
Set close together ‘in a buttered 
steamer and cook 15 minutes without 
opening the steamer, 

Crumb Bread.—Crumbs that are 
dried, ground through the meat chop- 
per and not kept long will make a 
bread that Is both wholesome and di- 
.gestible. Take four cupfuls of hot wa- 
ter, and when lukewarm add a yeast- 
cake that has been softened iu one 
cupful of the water, three cupfuls of 
hread crumbs, two cupfuls of graham 
flour, and enough white flour to make 
a very stiff dough, add two teaspoon- 
fuls of salt, and two tablespoonfuls of 
shortening. Let rise, work down, then 
place at once in the tins; let rise again 
and bake. This makes feur loaves. 
For a sinall family half the recipe will 
suffice. Buttered crumbs in a gene 
rous layer over chopped apple spiced 
and sweetened, then baked, makes a 


most wholesome pudding, named 
Brown Betty. 
The rinds from bacon should be 


saved to try out for fat or used to 
grense the griddle.

THE GOOD OLD POTATO. 
We are now enjoying the fine pota- 
toes that are once more plentiful and 
. cheap. Potatoes are nt 
thelr best when simply 
>prepared, such as baked 
or boiled. A generous sup- 
ply of potatoes will les- 
sen the bread consump- 
tion and thus help In the 
saving of wheat. When 
baking potatoes scrub 
them well and grease them lightly, the 
skin will be softened and there will be 
very little waste. Baked potatoes 
should be served just as soon as they 
are done, to be in prime condition. If 
it {s necessary to wait for a late comer, 
break open the potato and let out the 
steam, then return to the oven. If the 
late comer is very late, put a slice 
from the top of the potato and scrape 
out the inside, season with butter, on- 
lon juice, celery salt and pepper, with 
a little hot milk or cream, beat well 
and return to the shell; place in the 
oven to brown. 


Haahed Brown Potatoee—Cut two 
cupfuls of cold boiled potatoes into 
small pieces, season with salt and pep- 
per, cook three minutes In one-third 
of a cupful of bacon drippings, stir. 
ring constantly. Let stand a few sec- 
onds to brown underneath, then fold 
like an omelet. 

Potato Soup.—Boll three medium- 
sized potatoes and when soft rub 
through a sieve. Scald a smal} sliced 
onion in a quart of skim milk with a 
stalk of celery cut up fine. Take ont 
the vegetables and pour the milk 
slowly on the potatoes. Melt two 
tablespoonfuls of butter or other fat, 
mix with two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
and when well blended add to the 
soup. Season with salt and pepper, let 
boll up, strain, add two more table- 
spoonfuls of fat and sprinkle with 
parsley to serve.

Taken from the November number 
of “Sérvice,”’ The State of Michigan 
i e War, published at Lansing. 

r. Rasmus Haneon of Grayling is 
being recognized by the people of the 
state of Michigan as one of the best 
friends that the Michigan National 
Guard ever had. Several years ago 
he presented the magnificent tract of 
15,000 acres of land near Grayling to 
the state to be used forever asa mili- 
tary reservation. This year, he €rect- 
ed near brigade headquarters on the 
camp site, a fine officers’ ciub, as des- 
cribed in another column, ata cost of 
abont $10,000. 

Before the Michigan organizations 
departed, he presented to each head- 
quarters several hundred doliars fora 
mess fund. The fact has never been 
published that he did precisely the 
the same thing last year when the 
troops left for the border, insisting 
at that time that nothing be eaid 
about it. 

In recognition of his many services 
and of his real affection for the Mich- 
igan men who wear the uniform, ap- 
propriate action was taken at the 
meeting of the Board on Sept. 12, 
The following isan extract from the 
official records: 

The Governor offered the following 
resolution and Mr. Vaughan moved 
its adoption: 

Whereas, If the Hanson State Mili- 
tary. Reservation the state of Michi- 
gan is possessed of one of the finest 
military reservations for the use of 
its National Guard that is to be found 
in any statein the Union; and 

Whereas, Said reservation has been 
made possible through the donation 
of fifteen thousand acres of land ad- 
jacent to the City of Grayling in Craw- 
ford County, composing the original 
site thereof; and 

Whereas, The value of said reserva- 
tien for military purposes since its 
donation has been greatly enhanced 
by the erection thereon, and presenta- 
tion to the state, of a magnificent 
clubhouse and auditorium; and 

Whereas, Said original site and the 
beautful clubhouse, recently complet- 
ed, are the personal gifts to the state 
of Mr. Rasmus. Hanson, of Grayling, 
Michigan; therefore be it 

Resolved, By the War Preparedness 
Board of the state of Michigan in ses- 
siou assembled at the Capitol, That 
through the medium of this Board he 
sincere appreciation of the people of 
the state of Michigan be expressed to 
Mr, Hanson for his generous gifts of 
land and building for said military 
reservation; and be it further 

Resolved, That an engrossed copy 
of this Resolution be presented to 
Mr. Hanson as a slight token of said 
appreciation. 

Dated at Lansing, this 12th day of 
September, 1917.

SCALLOPED POTATOES. 


Wash, pare and cut 4 potatoes in 
one-fourth inch slices. Put in a layer 
in buttered baking dish, sprinkle with 


salt and pepper, dredge with flour, and 


dot over with 1-2 tablespoon butter or 
oleo; repeat. Add-hot milk until it 
may be seen through to the top layer. 
Bake 1 1-4 hours or until potato 1s soft. 

Blices of bacon or freshened salt 
park may be added to top of potato if 
the amount of butter is lessened. 

Variations for cooked potatoes: a. 
Cut potatoes in dice of uniform size; 
season with salt, pepper, butter. 
Sprinkle with chopped parsley. b. Cut 
cooked potatoes in cubes or slices. 
Add white sauce. Cheese may be add- 
ed to this white sauce; c. Put creamed 
botatoes into a buttered baking dish; 
cover the top with buttered bread 
crumbs; ‘bake until brown; d. Arrange 
alternate layers of creamed potatoes 
and grated cheese in a buttered baking 
figh; cover the top of the dish. 


STUFFED BAKED POTATOES. 


Cut baked potatoes in half, remove 
the pulp, mash it, add enough mili 
for the usual consistency of mashed 
potatees, and season with butter, salt 
and pepper. Fill the cases with this 
mixture, dot the tops with butter or 
brush with milk, and bake for eight or 
ten minutes in a hot oven. Potatoes 
May be stuffed in the morning and 
heated for noon or in the evening for 
supper. 

Variations: To the mashed pota- 
toes, before the cases are filled, may 
be added any one or a combination of 
the following: a. Beaten white of 
egg (21 egg to 3 medium-sized pota- 
toes); b. Grated cheese (1-2 cupful to 
3 medium-sized potatoes); c. Chopped 
meat (1-2 cupful to 3 medium-sized po- 
tatoes); d. Chopped parsley (1 T to 3 
medium-sized potatoes.} 


WHITE SAUCE. 


2 T butter or oleo; 2 T flour; 1-2 t 
salt; f. g. pepper; 1 ec milk. . 

Melt.the butter, add the flour, salt, 
pepper, and stir until mixture is 
smooth. Add milk. Stir sauce until 
it thickens. Cook five minutes. Add 
jo potatoes. 

Variations: a. Combine potatoes 
knd peas for creamed vegetables; b. 
Combine potatoes and carrots for 
creamed vegetables. c. Parsley or 
theese may be added to the white 
tauce; d. Paprika or green peppers 
may. be added to white sauce. 


SCALLOPED POTATOES. 


“Remove the skin from boiled pota- 
‘oes and cut in slices one-fourth inch 
thick. Arrange the sliced potatoes in 
jayers in a buttered baking dish, cov- 
tring each layer with white sauce (re- 
aipe above.) Sprinkle the top with 
buttered crumbs, and bake Yor about 
iwenty minutes. 

Variations: Add in layers, a. Hard- 
tooked egg, sliced; b. Grated chese; 
» Minced ham, beef, etc. 


BAKED POTATOES. 


Select potatoes of uniform size; 
wash then{ with a vegetable brush; 
place them on the grate in a hot oven; 
Nake them about forty-five minutes 
sr until soft. Crack the skin in order 
to let out the steam which otherwise 
would condense and cause sdgginess. 


RICED POTATOES. 


Force cooked potatoes through a 
deer or a coarse strainer into a hot 
regetable dish. Avoid handling in or- 
ler to keep the potatoes light and at- 
in appearance. Variation: 
Brown in a buttered baking dish in the 
oven. 


BOILED POTATOES. 


Select potatoes of same ‘size so that 
that they will cook evenly.'Scrub clean 
and pare thinly. Drop into boiling wa- 
ler and boil until soft. Salt when half 
lone. When done, drain off every drop 
ot water and shake over the fire until 
ry. 

CREAMED POTATOES. 


3 to 4 medium-sized potatoes.- Pare 
and cut potatoes in cubes. Drop in 
boiling water. Cook until tender. 
Drain. Add white sauce. 


BOILED POTATOES WITH SKINS, 


Select potatoes of same size. Scrub 
tlean. Drop into boiling water and 
boll until soft. Skfns may be removed 
before serving. : : 


STEAMED POTATOES. 


Prepare the potatoes as for boiling. 
Place them in a steamer, cover tightly, 
and steam for about 30 minutes or un- 
{il tender.

MASHED POTATOES. 

Thoroughly mash cooked potatoes 
Add four tablespoons hot milk, one 
tablespoon butter, and a little sali 
and pepper to each pint of potatoes. 
Beat until light and pile Hghtly on a 
hot servdng dish. 

Variations: a. Shape mashed pota- 
toes into small cakes. Brown in a 
frying pan in a small amount of hot 
fat. Center may be filled with peas or 
bits of meat; b. Puff: Add beaten 
whites of eggs (2 eggs to 6 medium. 
sized potatoes), Pile the mixture light 
ly in a baking dish and bake in-the 
oven until it puffs and browns. The 
yolks of the eggs and grated cheese 
also may be added; c. Potato Border: 
Spread a wall of mashed potatoes one 
{neh thick around the outside of a but- 
tered pan. Remove the pan, and fill 
the center with creamed meat or fish. 
Reheat before serving; d. Mashed po- 
tatoes may be shaped as pears or ap- 
ples. Paprika may be sprinkled on for 
coloring and a clove or short cut of 
macaroni in the end for the stem. 
Brown before serving. 


CODFISH BALLS. 


2 € mashed potatoes; 1 1-2 C shred- 
ded codfish (freshened and slightly 
par-boiled until soft); 1 egg; 1 T but- 
ter; 1 T milk. 

To the mashed potatoes add the cod- 
fish, butter, and milk. Beat the mix- 
ture until light: Add the egg which 


‘has been well beaten. Drop spoonfuls 


of this mixture into a kettle of hot fat, 
trying not more than six or seven at a 
time. Remove the balls when a deli- 
cate brown and drain gn unglazed pa- 
per. These balls may be baked or 
browned in a smal! amount of fat. 


POTATO SOUP. 


2 C hot riced or mashed potatoes; 
1 qt. milk; 2 slices onion; 3 T butter 
or oleo; 2 T flour; 1 1-2 t salt; f. g. 
celery salt; f. g: pepper; f. g. cayenne: 
1 t chopped parsley. 

Scald. the milk with the onion, re- 
move the onion. Add the milk slowly 
to the potatoes. Melt the butter; add 
to it the dry ingredients; stir the mix- 
ture until it is well blended. Add this 
to the liquid mixture, stirring con- 
atantly and boil, Add parsley or not 
as desired. Serve. 


POTATO SALAD. 


6 cold boiled potatoes; 4 T salad 
oil or melted butter; f. g. cayenne pep- 
per; f. d. onion juice; 2 fF vinegar; 
1-2 T salt; 2 T chopped parsley. 

Cut the potatoes in to 1-2 inch cubes. 
Make a dressing by mixing thoroughly 
the other ingredients. Pour this dress- 
Ing over the potatoes and allow them 
to stand 15 minutes. The salad may 
be garnished with lettuce or parsley. 
Serve with a cream dressing or mayon- 
anise.

Italy Home of Pargola. 

The idea of the pergola was bor- 
rowed from Italy, and many of the 
best planned pergolas follow an Ital- 
ian model. They may be solidly built, 
with brick or stone pillars, either 
square or round, or sometimes with 
these alternating; in this case the 
flooring {s generally of brick or.ran- 
dom jointed stone work. These solid 
pillars form a good foundation for 
rambler roses of all kinds, or festoons 
of clematis, honeysuckie and wistaria. 
Very generally, however, the pergola 
is of lighter construction, and, in this 
case, larch poles are often used. Oare 
should be taken to choose strong poles 
and to see that the prevailing slope 
of the crows bara is up rather than 
down, as otherwise they sag in the 
center in an unsightly way. These 
pergolas are not such enduring possees- 
sion the more solid ones, but the 
cost js much smaller, and they soon 
become beautiful, since most rambler 
rosea are so free-growin® as to hide 
the framework in a short time. Much 
depends upon the type of house and 
garden, the simpler pergolas being bet- 
ter suited to the cottage, while flagged 
walks, with plera of brick or stone, 
seem more in keeping with the larger 
and more stately dwellings.

GIVING MILK TO DAIRY CALF 


Guesswork in Apportionment Is &x- 
pensive in Moré Ways Than One 
—Good Rule Is Given. 

“Guesswork in ‘apportioning milk 
to the dairy culf is expensive both 
from the fact that frregular amounts 
often cause digestive troubles and be- 
cause more milk than necessary is fre- 
quently fed.” This statement 1s quoted 
from Circular No. 202, published by 
the Illinois Experiment station. Ur- 
bana, Il, 

A general rule is to feed one pound 
of whole or skimmed milk to each 
eight pounds of lve weight, rarely 
feeding in excess of 12 pounds of 
elther, The schedule of feeding used 
hy the Illinois station calls for four

pounds of whole milk to a Jersey calf 
the first two days; six to eight pounds 
from third to twenty-eighth day; 
three to four pounds of both skim 
milk and whole milk from twenty- 
eighth to thirty-fifth day; elght to ten 
pounds skim milk from thirty-fifth to 
fifty-sixth day, and ten to twelve 
pounds from fifty-sixth to ninety-first 
A holstein calf ts given some 
what more milk at a younger age, 
though rarely does the total fed go 
above 12 pounds. 


PROPER GROWTH OF CALVES 


, Puzzling Question to Gray Heads Ip | 


Calf Business——-Much Depends 
on Ration Furnished. 

How fast should my calves grow? 
ig a puzzling question even to gray 
heads In the calf-raising business, This 
will depend to a large extent on the 
kind of ration fed, but in order for any 
ration to be considered a definite suc- 
cess the calves should show a gain of 
at least a pound a day each day for 
the first six months. Many ordinary 
dairymen are getting a pound and a 
half gain daily. 

In height these same calves should 
increase from one and one-half to two 
inches per month for the first half year. 
The height and weight have a definite 
relation for average sized calves dur- 
ing this first period. After six months 
this relation gradually changes and the 
weight outstrips the height. At one 
month of age a normal calf of any 
breed weighs, approximately three 
pounds for each inch in height, but at 
the end of the six months’ pertod the 
weight has increased to six and one- 
half pounds for each inch’ in height. 
From that time on there Is a continued 
widening in the relation of weight ta 
height until maturity. 


BUTTER MAKER SHOULD KNOW 


Must Handle Cream and Churn 

Such Manner That He Will Make 

Beat Quality of Butter. 

The farm butter maker should 
know how to handle his cream and 
churn in such a manner that he will 
bake the best quality of butter from 
it. The cream must be ripened even- 
ly and then churned at the proper 
temperature. If too warm the butter 
will come quickly, but will not be 
firm and granular. If too cold it 
will take longer to churn. Generally 
churning will require from 80 to 85 
minutes when cream is at the proper 
temperature.

Agriculturists Now Are Employed 
in 51 Counties—Onty Few 
Districts Disapprove. 


WORK WAS STARTED IN 1912 


Alpena County First In Retaining 
Trained Worker to Co-operate 
With Farmers In Building 
Up Agriculture. 

From Office of Publications, Michigan 
Agricultural College. 

East Lansing, Mich.—A little more 
than five years ago the county of Al- 
pena, in northwestern Michigan, drew 
ridicule and a horse-laugh from the 
old guard und standpats in the furm- 
ing game by upnounclag to a compla- 
cent and unsuspecting world that it 
had made a place on its pay roll for 
an agricultural “specialist” whose 
business tt would be to advise and 
work with farmers in Alpena county 
and their nelghbors in Presque Isle 
and Montmorency. The experiment 
was undertaken at the suggestion of 
and {n co-operation with the Michigan 
Agricultural college and the United 
States department of agriculture. 

“More nonsense,” fumed some of 
the skeptics, 

But Alpena’s supervisors were of 
ploneer stock and they could not be 
laughed out of their determination to 
give the county-agent plan a trial. A 
few weeks jater they were jotned in 
their experiment by Iron, Kent and 
Kalamazoo countles—and with them 
now are a half-hundred others. 

The ptble, however, has thus far 
heard a8 a rule only criticism of the 
county agent, criticism that oftimes 
hus emsnated from more or less dis- 
appointed persons who in attempting 
to fleece the farmer may have been 
folled in their designs by a wide- 
awake agricultural leader. Contrast- 
ing with these . derogatory platats 
stands the report issued a few days 
ago from the college by the director of 
extension and the state leader of coun- 
ty agents, 

What the report showed was this: 
Michigan now has 51 county agents in 
the service of ss many counties, while 
in the remaining 32 counties a major- 
ity have indicated that they will em- 
ploy agents by the first of the coming 
yeur. Only a half-dozen have refused 
to take on men. The counties have 
discovered (as with beer before Michi- 
gan took the pledge) that as a rule 
there are no bad agents; some are 
merely better than others. 

Of these 51 counties which since 
1912 have joined with the college and 
the United States department of agri- 
culture in the employment of co-oper- 
ating agriculturists, 32 were provided 
with men before the war broke out. 
The others have “come in” as a result 
largely of what they saw during the 
summer of the work of the temporary 
field men employed to help cope with 
problems arising in the food caim- 
paign. The terms of these temporary 
agents ended on November 1, where- 
upon. 19 counties yoted at once ip 
favor of keeping someone on the job 
permanently. This has left 32 coun- 
ties still without agents, though as- 
surance has been received by the lead- 
ers at M. A. C. thut most of these 
Will make the necessary appropria- 
tions before the present year ends. 

That such u cordial reception of the 
county agent plan would be encouut- 
ered was hardly looked for even in 
quarters most cunfident of its ultimate 
success. 

As it has really turned out, not more 
than six or eight counties have flatly 
rejected county agents, and where this 
has occurred it has been found that 
the fault can be laid not to the coubty 
agent idea but to either the man who 
aeved as agent, or to the dumpening 
efforts of certain influential reaction- 
arfes. 

Considering, however, that most of 
the men who acted as emergency 
ugents appointed in a hurry, without 
oppurtunity being given the state to 
thoroughly try them out, the misfits 
umong them were few. One. turned 
out to be more of a real estate boomer 
than an agricultural agent; another 
devoted so much energy to keeping 
{ his political fences mended that he 
| couldn't find time to give farmers as- 
sistance in mending theirs, and in a 
third instance just plain incompatibil- 
ity of temperament in the agent was 


the thorn which stuck in the ribs of 
the supervisors and kept them from 
voting an appropriation for continua- 
tton of the aftice. 

Gradually, where such untoward 
conduct {is detected, the responsible 
individuals are belug dismissed. 

But that such difficulties are rare 


has been weil borne out by the report 
showing 51 counties definitely com- 
mitted this year to the county agent

MICHIGAN WHEAT SMUTTY 


Grain Arriving in Detroit Market ts 
Heavily Infected, Inspections 
Show. 

By DR. @. H. COONS, 
Specialist In Plant Diseases, Michigan 
Agricultural College. 

East Lansing, Mich—A few weeks 
ago one of the greatest of the nation’s 
grain buyers branded Michigan wheat 
aus about the smuttlest appearing on 
the market, Whereupon there were 
Many staunch defenders of Michigan's 
fair nae who ruffled up in high 
dudgeon at what they deemed a slur 
upon Michigan agriculture. Neverthe- 
less the fact remains that Michigan 


wheat Is not merely smutty—it is very | 


smutty. Confirmation of this has re- 
‘cently come from Detroit. 

Dr. N. Kopeloff, who has been as- 
sisting {n the stnut eradication work 
in Michigan—detailed to this state by 
the United States department of agri- 
eculture—reports that during Septem- 
ber 39.2 per cent of the 41 cars of 
wheat received at the Detroit market 
were infected with stinking smut, 
while out of ten cars received in the 
first days in October, four had stink- 
ing smut. 

George Miller, who has been doing 
similar work, quotes Mr. Rucker, chief 
inspector for the Detroit Board of 
Trade, as stating also thet 80 per cent 
of Michigan rye carried ergot this 
year. The ruling of the board is to 
reduce the grade of rye one point if it 
{s found to contain more than 1 per 
cent of ergot. This means a reduc- 
Uon in price of 114 to 2 cents. © 

There might perhaps be little room 
for criticism if stinking smut was like 
the weather—something that cannot 
be controlled, But it can be gotten 
rid of. The new treatment of wheat 
for this disense has been tried every- 
where io the state and where direc- 
tions have been followed, excellent 
results have come, 

County Agent Smith of Kent tells 
of a case of where the grain was bad- 
ly injured by doubling the time it was 
left covered, the dilute formaldehyde 
method being used. The nan upon be- 
ing shown the new method treated 
the rest of his grain successfully, and 
as the advertisements say, “He will 
new use no other.” 

Certain’ county. men have found that 
the directions carry the idea that 50 
bushels are to be treated and give no, 
specific pointers for handling two, five 
or ten bushels. The department ac- 
knowledges the validity of this eriti- 
eism and is now working to standard- 
ize the method. Reports of poor re- 
sults from the method in Allegan coun- 
ty have aiso been investigated. A 
farmer there stuted that his grain had 
germinated, grew a few Inches, and 
remained yellow. Examination showed 
that the trouble present was due to 
deep planting in a rather poor seed 
bed. Wherever the drill had planted 
ut the proper depth, as in the harder, 
better packed portions of the field. the 
stand was perfect and the color and 
growth normal. 

Plan Many Schools. 

More than 100 of the two-day 
schools which ifi many sections of the 
state will replace the old farmers’ In- 
stitutes have been arranged for by the 
Michigan Agricultural college. Some 
of these, in a few of the northern 
counties such as Cheboygan, will be 
conducted in December, but most of 
them will not be put on before Janu- 
ary 1. A few of the towns which will 
have these schools follow: New Rich- 
mond, Ganges, Gilead, Quincey, Cali- 
fornia, Munroe, Riggsville, Wolverine, 
Sparta, Cadmus, Arcadia, Onekama, 
Manistee, Chief, Dublin, Ludington,

Thé Transportation Situation. 


ashington, D. C., Nov. 2l--The 
transpurtation situation is becoming 
the subject of growing public uneasi-+ 
, uess and agitation. Those responsi- 
ble for the operation of the railway 
realize that transportation conditions, 
uniess more vigorously dealt with by 
all concerned, will grow more acute. 
Therefore the Railroads’ war Board 
believes that it should make to the 
public a frank statement and explana- 
tion of the factsand indicate some of 
the means which it believes should be 
used in dealing with the situation. 
Both the public and the manage 
ments of the railways must cour- 
ageously face the factthat under the 
drying conditions which will develop 
this winter it probably wiil become 


impossible fox the carriers to handle 
att the traffic which the shipping pub- 
lic can. offer. 

Statistics which have just become 
available show that in the months of 
April to August, 1917 inclusive— those 
| being the first five months after the 
entrance of the United States into the 
great war — our railways handled 16 
per cent more freight traffic than in 
the months of 1916, which year broke 
all records-up to that time. The traf- 
fic handled in these five months of 
1917 was 50 per cent greater than that 
moved in the same months of 1915; 
and, in fact exceeded the total traffic 
moved in any entire year prior to 1904, 

Io the six months, May to October, 
inclusive, there were moved 150,000 
more carloads of anthracite than in
